Doubtless one of the first actions of Congress 


will be in regard to the death of President McKinley 
in which undoubtedly both of the houses will fol- 
low the precedents of the two preceding times when 
Presidents were assassinated. 


The main subjects of probable legislative action 


are generally known 
The trusts, internal revenue, 


river and harbor improvements, construction of pub- 
lic buildings, pensions, revision of the currency and 
banking laws, irrigation and insular affairs, provis- 
ions for an isthmian canal 
Ship building subsidy 


and the construction by the government or author- 
ization by private enterprise of the laying of a Pa- 
cific cable. 


The canal question will doubtless result in a 


long and bitter fight, although it is not believed 
that the interjection of the Panama scheme will 
prove such an obstructive feature as it is alleged to 
be designed. 


Senator Hanna has declared that Congress shall 


pass a ship subsidy bill, and it is perhaps not im- 
probable that his following is sufficient to carry out 
his scheme to plunder the public treasury in the 
interest of favored indi\ iduals, under the pretext of 
fostering an industrj which appears to be thriving 
without governmental aid 


The purchase of the Danish West Indies is like- 


ly to receive some attention. 
If acquired these 


islands will become a part of the territory of Porto 
Rico, the nearest large body of land. 


Reciprocity is certain to give the session much 


concern. 
While reciprocity is generally favored 


there is great division of sentiment as to how far it 
should go, and what it should embrace, and it will 
be difficult to come to an agreement and the proba- 
bility is that that the w hole matter will go by the 
board. 


The Overstreet amendment to the gold standard 


law which require-- the treasurer to exchange on 
demand standard silver dollars for gold 
This is for 


the purpose of taking the former out of circulation, 
and so remove all vestige ot bimetallism from the 
currency system of the countrj 
The present law- 


makes it the duty ol the treasurer to maintain all 
form-, of government mone\ at a parity and the 
proposed amendment, will remove all discretionary 
power from that official b\ making the exchange 
mandatory. 


The matter of greatest importance to the people 


of Nevada, that of irrigation, was well under way at 
the la«t session. The New lands' bill, with perhaps 
some few changes will be re-introduced and will 
receive the support ot those who favor a practical 
system of water storage b\ national aid, designed 
for the encouragement of settlers and home builders 
instead of land grabbing speculators 
If it is de- 


feated it will probabh be thtough the treacheious 
opposition of a few Represetatives and Senators 
from the arid land section who tavor the land grab- 
bers 


Just what course Piesiclent Roosevelt will take 


respecting these main matters will, naturally, not 
be known until hit message is submitted to Con- 
gress Momla\. Hit intention to follow out the pol- 
icy mapped out 1>\ Prouknt McKinle\ will prob- 
ably be followed, though many Republicans, as well 
as Democrats, teem to be of the opinion that he will 
go a little further, or rather, conduct more of an ag- 
gressive policy than that of the late President. 


"QUELQUKr-OIS," in a communication to the 


Gardnerville Courier handles the tariff question in 
a masterful manner which indicates close and com- 
prehensive study of the subject. The Journal wish- 
es tha* the Nevada newspaper writers would pay 
more attention to this most (important question, of 
such \ital interest to the people of the State. There 
is not a State in the Union that is less benefitted'by 
the provisions of the present law, nor one that pays 
so much, proportionately, for trust protected prod- 
ucts. There are not fifty actual residents of Neva- 
da who are benefitted to the amount of a nickel, di- 
rectly or indirecth by any or all of the provisions 
of the Dlngley law, while the people pay in excess 
ot prices lor the necessaries of life more than the 
amounts of the expenses of running their State and 
county governments.
